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The o’eims DepresmrUt was esta])lisbed in the third voluiue of 
Haworth's Lepidoptera Britanniea.^ Since then numerous species 
have been discovered from nearh^ all parts of the world, though 
principally in the northern temperate regions and especially in 
Europe. 

In America, Brackenridge Clemens described four species dur- 
ing the years 1800 to 1804, namely, IceonteUa^ atrodovf^elhi^ pnltnpen- 
nrlht aiid cinercocostella. These are true Deiyrcssan^ and easily rec- 
ognized to-day. 

Francis Walker, in his Catalogue of the Insects in the British 
NIuseum, described three species from America under the generic 
name Dcpresmrkt^ namely, confertella^^ clauseUa.^ and (jeorgleUad of 
which, as Lord Walsingham has showiU only elaitscUd properly 
belongs to this genus and that name falls as a synonym of Clemens's 
cinereocostella. 

In the Canadian Entomologist (1869) C. J. S. Bethune described 
and gave the life history of Depre^mrki ontcunella. This was soon 
suspected b}'fJ. Angus to be the European heracUana^ whi(*h was thus 
included in the American fauna. This was later proven l)y Zeller's 
positive determination. 

In 1870 C. T. Robinson‘S redescribed and figured Clemens’s four spe- 
(‘ies and added a new one, Depre><mria (jrotella. 

In the same year A. 8. Packard, in his Guide, described and figured 
DtpreHmrkt rohmklla^ giving its life history. 

Zeller, in his Beitriige zur Kenntniss der nordamerikanisehen Nacht- 
falter (1873), recognized and redescribed atrodorsella and heracUana^

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unci addod three species as new — hihirella^ scahella^ and ndmlom. Of 
these hJhireUd is dearly the same as Pacdvard’s rohhilella^ not known 
to Zeller. 

V. T. Chambers described a numl)cr of species under the name 
Depremma which did not belong there. Several of these he himself 
removed, and in his Index he only retained the foregoing of other 
authors and live of his own species, namely, eupatorleUa^ fernaldeUa^ 
palUdochrdJiK riletfdla^ and rer.^icoloreUd^ the last three with a cpiery 
and the note: '' Probably to be referred to Gelechia,^’' Of these only 
the first, euputorieUd, belongs to the genus, and this is now found to 
be the same species which Clemens described as j)ulinpeMneUd ; fer- 
ndldella is evidentl^y Mdchhiiia tentorlfereUa Clemens, as determined 
by Professor Fernald and Lord Walsingham; belongs 

to the gelechiid genus Gnorimoschema^ as Chambers’s type in Cam- 
bridge proves; vUeyeUa is found by the type in the U. S. National 
Museum to be a Gdech ki^ and verslcolordJa^ while not at present recog- 
nized with certainty, is evidently a gelechiid from Chaml)ers’s note on 
that species and Posterior wings deeply emarginate 

beneath the apex/’ 

Two other species of Chambers’s, however, described under Gdechia^ 
namely, thomcenigraeeUa and thoracefdsciella, arc found on examina- 
tion of the authentic types in the Cambridge Museum to belong to 
Depresmrid^ and one other species, placed by Chambers under Gde- 
cJda^ namely, demensella^ has been identitied by Lord Walsingham as 
BepresmvHi dpphtnd Fabricius, of Europe. 

In 1881 Lord AValsingbanC reviewed the genus and included the 
species in Chambers’s Index, besides describingand figuring eight new 
species, nanu'W, sahidelld^ firg'dlaced^ arnicdla^ Mamdtludnd^ posti- 
cella^ nid)iferi Ud^ pmvdlielJd^ and umhraticodeUa. He also recognized 
from this country five European species, namely, ciliella Stainton, 
Fabricius, nervosa Haworth, emerlteUa Stainton, and parilella 
Treitseke, the latter with some hesitation, and providing the name 
7)0Vi-rnundi for his specimens if it should prove a distinct species. 
Of these the supposed yeathuid Fabricius was afterwards^ redeter- 
mined by Walsingham as the European dvendla Schillei*miller, and 
the novkmimdi it will be safer to regard as a distinct species at pres- 
ent, though Lord Walsingham seems to think ^ that it may be one of 
the many varieties of pdrUeUa, 

In 1882 Lord Walsingham^ further added the new species 

In 1883 D. W. Coquillett added a valuable contribution to our 
knowledge of the genus by puldishing the life histories and food 
plants of four species, namely, j)ulv!penndld^ atrodorselld^ groteUa^ 
and vhat was supposed to be hilardla,

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This latter detennination, however, was iindoul)tedly wrong', as the 



food plant of liilarella (rohinJdla Pa(*kard) is Rohinia ]>sendacac!a^ as 
noted by both Zeller and Packard, and though many species have more 
than one food plant, it is improl)a))le that one should feed on such 
dill'erent plants as liohhidt and Santcula^ from which Mr. Coquillctt 
bred his species. 

In 1881) Lord Walsingham ^ further described five species as new, 
namely, toejata^ ^(>l/<lagJ)us, fentalddla^ hjthnlla^ and of 

which, however, soHdaghus is found to be the same as ]>nlrij>e)})ieUa 
(i'upidorldhi Chambers), and as the name Depri-mxrla fenxddella had 
been previousl}" emplo^^ed, though wrongly, for another insect ))y 
Chambers, Walsingham’s species of that name recpiires a new name; 
it may be known as DepremirUi icahi}}gh amelia. 

In the same paper Walsingham recorded from America the European 
Depressaria eiuljlonella Zeller. 

]\Iiss Murtfeldt described^ Depre^^mria p>ersiea'ella; but, as she has 



herself shown later,^ this is not a Depeesmria^ but a Geleehhi. 

Finall}% William Beutenmuller has described one species, ciir- 



mliniella;^ and the writer has described^ one species from Florida, 
amifrhella. 

To these are now added six new species in this paper, making a total 
of thirty-nine species of Depremo'la recognized at present from 
America. As, however, our fauna of Tineina has only been collected 
very incompletely, in few and limited localities, this number will 
eventuall}" be much enlarged. In the U. S. National ^Iiiseum, for 
example, are more than a dozen forms, which can not be referred to 
an}" described species. These are not in sufficient numbers and are in 
too poor condition to justify description at present. 

The genus Depnssaria belongs to the family CEcophoridie, and may 
be recognized by the following characters: Antenna? about three- 
fourths as long as forewing, simple or slightly serrate; basal joint 
long with well-developed pecten. Labial palpi long, recurved; second 
joint beneath with heavy, rough, furrowed brush of scales; terminal 
joint shorter than second, pointed. Thorax often more or less 
crested; al)domen strongly fiattened. Fore wings elongade, three to 
four times longer than broad, apex obtuse, generally rounded, termen 
not very oblique; 12 veins. 7 and 8 stalked, to costa, 2 and 3 separate 
or stalked. Ilindwings as broad or somewhat broader than forewings, 
oblong ovate to triangular, rounded; 8 veins, 8 not connected with 
cell, 3 and 7 parallel, n more or less approximate to 4, 3 and 4 connate 
or shortl}^ stalked; cilia less than half the width of wing. 

The larvie are cylindrical or somewhat depressed, often prettily 
marked, with three pairs of normal thoracic feet and five pairs of

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al)domimil pi-olegs; tubercles well developed, normal, iv and v 
approximate or united, shields well developed. They feed in folded 
or rolled leaves or in the tlower heads espeeiall}" of IJmbellifera^ and 
Composite, and pupate in the stems of the food plant or amon^^ rub- 
bish on the ground. 

The imao*os are very retired in their habits and not frequently seen; 
most [or all ^ of the species overwinter as ima^-o. 

The species fall naturally in two groups, the first with veins 2 and 
8 in forewings stalked, the other with 2 and 8 separate. The first 
group has gcnerall}^ the base of the forewings of a lighter shade than 
the ground color of the wing, which shade often is continued along 
the basal part of costa and is sharpl}^ limited l)y a dark perpendicular 
streak or shadow from the inner margin two-thirds across the wing; 
while the insects of the other group generally lack the pale basal 
marking, but have a whitish, dark-edged streak along the base of the 
dorsal edge; but there are several exceptions in both groups. 

Some of the species are very similar and difiicult to distinguish from 
each other; but the recognized American species may be separated by 
the following synoptic table. 

Onl V the American synonyms are mentioned in the following pages, 
and European references to such species as are common to America 
and Europe are given only the number of the species in Stan-

There are other s])ecimens, labeled by Walsingham ''^pnlrquu^hlla 
Clemens'’ and ^"enpator'uUa Chambers,'’ and one labeled liy him 
^^jndiHptnnclla Clemens, must be veiy near enpatoriella Cham tiers;" 
other specimens, bred in the insectary of the U. 8. Department of 
Agriculture from Eapatorinm and from SoHdago, All of these rep- 
resent undoubtedly only one species, which, however, is somewhat 
variable in the intensity of the dark markings; the different descrip- 
tions also liear out the synonomy.

It is very close to Deimmiria fjeatiana Fabricius, though lacking 
the pronounced row of dark spots before the eilia. 

8. DEPRESSARIA SANGUINELLA, new species.

A small black spot in the middle of the disk and a similar one 
oblicjuely aboye and nearer base of wing are surrounded by a few 
bright carmine scales. At the end of the cell is a small round white 
dot, conspiciously edged with carmine scales; from this second discal 
spot is a short, obliipie streak of lilackish scales directed inward and 
upward, but not reaching costa. Sparse black and reddish scales are 
scattered oyer the wing; cilia reddish grey, Sjirinkled with black. 
Underside of wing dark fuscous, with costal edge reddish and the 
apical edge light ocherous, containing a row of small black dots. 

Hind wings light ocherous fuscous, underside sprinkled with sparse 
black dots; cilia with indistinct dark line at base and two still less pro- 
nounced lines parallel with the edge of the wing. 

Abdomen light ocherous, the underside sprinkled with lilack scales 
and with two longitudinal rows of black dots. Legs yellow, shaded 
with black.

Besides a large Kuropean series of this species there are in the 
U. S. National Museum two specimens from the Districd of Columljia, 
agreeing with Chambers's type of Gth chla cl< ))u nst Ua in the Cambridge 
^luseum; one of these bears Walsingham's label: 'Mam unable to 

distinguish this form from the common European D< ]>rtssaria aj>- 
These specimens do not seem to me identical with European 
specimens, being smaller than the average and more reddish along the 
costa, besides nearly Avanting the Avhite scales after first discal dot. 
HoAAev^er, they are very near. 

If the species be bred in this country it can be determined definitely 
Avhether they are distinct or not. 

I have met with no typical specimen of Depremt ri(( applana from 
America. 

10. DEPRESSARIA CILIELLA Stainton.

35. DEPRESSARIA BARBERELLA, new species. 

Antenme dark reddish brown, indistinctly annulated with black, 
basal joint and pecten black. Labial palpi with large w<dl-developed 
spreading brush, light 0 (‘herous, sprinkled w ith bro\vn; a spot on the 
outside of second joint and base of terminal joint black. Face light 
ocherous; sides of head belo\v and around the (\ves deep black, w Inch 
color continues as a streak on the side of the thorax and outward in a 
black longitudinal line on the foreAving, described below\ Top of 
head and thorax reddish ocherous with posterior tip of thorax black; 
patagia rich brow n streaked w ith bhn‘k. Ground color of forewdngs 
light ocherous. but so densely dusted wdth fuscous, reddiNh and black 
scales as to appear dark colored to the naked eye. From base, parallel 
with basal third of costa, is a thin deep black line, mentioned above, 
edged on both sides wdth reddish browm. Just before it ends at the 
costal edge there begins a narrow^ longitudinal interrupted w bite line, 
diverging somewhat fi'om the costa, crossing the costal veins and 
reaching nearly to the tip of the wdng; this line is also edged and 
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interrupted bv reddish l)rown scales. At l)ase of wing near the dorsal 
edge is a small black spot, and the fold and veins are indicated b}" 
narrow, more or less interrupted, black lines. At the end of the cell is 
a small round inconspicuous white dot, edged exteriorly with black 
scales, interiorly with reddish scales. Cilia ocherous fuscous, dusted 
with red and black scales. Hindwings light ocherous fuscous, whitish 
toward base, darkei* fuscous along the edges and at apex. Cilia ocher- 
ous fuscous. A])donien on the upper side oclierous fuscous, on the 
under side blackish with light ocherous central line. Legs light ocher- 
ous on the inside; the outside and the spurs strongly mottled with 
black; tarsi l)lackish, each joint tipped with reddish ocherous.

This very distinct species is named after the collector, Mr. Herbert 
S. Bai ber, who, with Mr. E. A. Schwarz, has added a valualde contri- 
bution of Tineina from this interesting locality to the National Museum. 

Dipressarla l>arl>erella is by far the lai*gest species of the genus 
hitherto recorded from America, nearly of the size of the European 
D. (lictamnieUa Treitschke, to which it also comes veiy near in orna- 
mentation, though easily distinguished fi'om it by the lack of the 
light-colored costal edge, which conti*asts sti’ongly with the dark area 
below it in I), (Uetantniella,

This fine little species, which is veiy distinct from all other described 
American species, Init which resembles the Pairopi'an I>ej>r<ssar!a 
at/sijntltieJlu lleri'ich-Schaffer,* 1 have bred from water parsnip grow- 
ing on the Virginia side of the Potomac just above Washington. The 
larva is light sulphur yellow, strikingly marked by the small but 
intensely black, shining tubercles, which emit short black liairs. The 
head is rather dark ocherous, shining, with black eyesiiots; thoracic 
shield paler ocherous. 

The larva folds and ties together the leaves and pupates among rub- 
bish on the ground. Nearly full-grown larvic were found early in 
duly and the imagos issued liy the end of the same month, A bred 
series and blown larvje are in the U. S. National Museum.

Tins species is unknown to the widter exce])t from the description, 
which seems to indicate that it is not a true Depremuda, The nearly 
smooth labial palpi and the raised scales on the forewing are, as men- 
tioned Zeller, unusual to the genus. It was described from Ohio; 
the type is in the British Museum.
